Tile mansion reportedly is now 
unoccupied, except for a caretak­ 
er. Until last year it was used 
a home for aged women with no 
private means of support. 
Want ta Sell House 
The Episcopal diocese asked 
the court for permission to scil 
the house because it does not 
have funds to continue its main 
tenance. 


There has apparently been no 
definite statement from the Grun­ 
dy Foundation whether the house 
would be razed if they should be 
given permission to boy it. 
It is known, however, that the 
Foundation intends to extend the 
library almost up to the property 
line of the Keene Mansion under 
present plans. 


The Keene Mansion, according 
to the committee, is a prime ex 
ample of early Federal architec 
ture. It was built in 1816. 
Valuable Asset 
Not only its age, but its his 
tory make it a valuable asset to 
the borough, the committee stat 
ed. 


The building represents the bor- 
ough when it was the most fash­ 
ionable summer resort in the 
country, said the committee. 
It was built by a Major Lenox, 
who served in the court of St. 
James. His niece was Sarah Lyk­ 
ens Keene, to whom he left the 
house. 


Many famous guests visited Ute 
home. Joseph Bonaparte, Napo­ 
leon's brother, was often a visitor. 
So was Betsy Patterson, whose 
marriage to Jerome Bonaparte,

BRUSSELS (UPI) - The 
five common market part­ 
ners of France split with 
President C h a r l e s de 
Gaulle today over his veto 
of British membership in 
the European Union. 


All five boycotted a meeting 
called by France to discuss bar­ 
riers against Anglo-American in­ 
vestments in Europe. 
In Bonn, tim West German gov­ 
ernment announced that it will 
continue efforts to make Britain a 
fuli member of the Common Mar 
ket. The announcement followed a 
four-hour meeting of Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer’s cabinet to 
map strategy in the wake of 
Tuesday’s French veto of British 
membership hopes. 
“The federal government be­ 
lieves that a constructive way out 
of the present impasse has to be 
found,** the West German state­ 
ment said. “It will continue to 
work for a restoration of unity 
among the Common Market part 
ners and for British entry into the 
EEC (Common Market).” 
Net "Mortal Blew" 
In London, Lord Privy Seal Ed­ 
ward Heath, Britain’s chief nego­ 
tiator in the talks here, told a 
cheering House of Commons that 
the defeat of Britain’s bid to en­ 
ter the Common Market “is a bit­ 
ter blow, but not a mortal one.” 
Earlier, on his return to London 
from Brussels, Heath told report­ 
ers at London Airport that de­ 
spite the French veto, “we shall 
not turn our backs on Euerope.” 
The meeting of the finance min­ 
isters of the common six had 
been scheduled for Friday, but it 
was called off after West Ger­ 
many.

Shooting 
Related 


A Bucks County Criminal Jury 
today began hearing the Common­ 
wealth case against Mrs. Gladys 
M. Humphrey, formerly of Lower 
Makefield Township, charged with 
the murder of her husband in 
August of 1959. 
The 45-year-old housewife al­ 
legedly shot her husband of IO 
months, Thomas J., then T2, in 
the left temple with a .38 calibre 
pistol. Her attorney, Donald W. 
VanArtsdalen, will attempt to 
show the jury that his client is 
not guilty of murder because she 
was insane at the time of the 
alleged offense. 
District Attorney Paul R. Beck­ 
ett, in his opening address to the 
jury this morning, said that it 
would be up to the jury to decide 
whether Mrs. Humphrey knew 
right from wrong at the time of 
the shooting. 
Beckett said that he would show 
that Mrs. Humphrey went up to 
her bedroom, took a revolver and 
loaded it with cartridges about 
one hour before her husband re­ 
turned home about 5 p.m. Aug. 22. 
Requested Coffee 
The district attorney related 
how the husband and his son. 
Richard. 19, thai returned home. 
Mrs. Humphrey. Beckett said, 
asked her son to go get some 
coffee but Im refused. 
She then asked her husband and 
he also refused. She then went up­ 
stairs and fetched the revolver 
from the bedroom. She stood at 
the top of the steps as her hus­ 
band came up. “They had a oriel 
exchange of words.” Beckett said. 
"and then she shot him.” 
Beckett told the jurors that 
throughout the trial they would be 
dealing with “the most nebulous 
product—tht working of the hu­ 
man mind. If she knew the legal 
consequences of the act, the D.A. 
said, she is guilty of murder.”

Navy Plane 


Down At Sea 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A Navy 
plane with ll persons aboard 
crashed at sea today, and a 
massive sea search began in the 
Atlantic 300 miles off the Mary­ 
land coast where a Coast Guard 
plane sighted debris and life 
rafts. 
The Coast Guard cutter Abse­ 
con and the submarine USS Carp 
were the first vessels to arrive 
at the scene about 11:30 a.m. 
EST. They reported they were 
sweeping the area but had found 
no immediate trace of survivors. 
A search plane sighted two life 
rafts, an oil slick, a dye marker 
and debris at 9:45 a.m. EST in 
an area about 230 miles south­ 
east of New York, almost the 
identical position of the missing 
Navy P3A Orion plane when it 
made its last radio contact at 
2 :45 a m EST.
